HOUSE BATE SLIGHTLY CiUNtfKU 


The Bill Laid Aside When Paragraph 


JI57, Rolatlug to Third-Class 


Wool, Was Reached. 


WASHINGTON, Jnne 22.—An exciting 


.debate marked tbo consideration of the 
wool schedule, which began in tbe Sen- 
ate today. It developed the firut serious 
disagreement on the Republican eide of 
the chamher, and led to a warm per- 
sonal exchange between senators Carter 
of Montana and Foraker of Ohio on one 
hand and Mr. Allieon. in charge of the 
bill, on the other. Mr. Foraker aaaerted 
that an agreement concerning rates on 
certain wools was being violated, and 
that under the circamatancee every Ben- 
ator would be free to act for himeelf. 
.Mr. Allieon, with great vehemence, de- 
clared that he could not be driven by 
threats. Mr. Carter, who had aroused 
the storm, endeavored to have the para- 
graphs relating to carpet wools R° over, 
with a view to securing some united ac- 
tion, but Mr. Vea.t, in an ironical 
speech, objected to deUyine tbe era of 
prosperity and postponing the public 
buBineea while Republican senators held 
a caucus. Mr. Teller of Colorado also 
epoke against delay, and took occasion 
to fifty that he would never vote for tbo 
bill unless objectionable features were 
eliminated. Aside from this stormy in- 
terruption, fair progress was made on 
the wool schedule. The duty on first- 
class wool was agreed to at 10 cents per 
pound and on eecond-claes wool at 11 
ccnte, which is between the house and 
senate ratea in each-case. The ratea 01: 
third-clasa woola went over. Moat 01 
the other amendments related to tho 
classification of wools. On ono of the 
amend men to Mr. Jones .of Arkansas 
opoke against the entire schedule aa SB- 
-verely oppressive on the consumers of 
woolen goods. 


The wool schedule wae taken up as 


soon as tho eemvto opened. Mr. Mantle 
substituted an amendment coving three 
claassa of wool, prepared by tlio wool 
growers' uneociation, and spoke brielly 
thereon. 
Ho said hia amendments were 


the result of direful uivoBtinutiou by 
men moat familiar with the subject and 
aa^ertud that aa the manufacturinc lu- 
terestB were eerviuK the ratea they de- 
aired from the pending bill he believed 
the groat wool industry of tho Weet 
•should be allowed to flay what tho rates 
•on wool ahould be. 
The parnRraphs on wool weie then 


agreed to ae reported up to paragraph 
3515, wliich was etricken out at Mr. Alli- 
BOU'O request. It referred to Blurted 
wools imported in 1890 and prior there- 
to.Thin brought tlie senate to tho rates 
on tho tbreo clasaee of wool. On the 
first class the houeo rate was 11 cents 
per pound, the senate committee rate £ 
tents per pound. Mr. Allison moved to 
flubatitute 10 cents per pound. On eec- 
ond class wool the houae rate WBH 12 
-ueuUi, Um commitUm rate 0 cents. Mr 
Allieon moved to substitute 11 cents per

Everybody acquiesced in it 
when consulted in regard to it, and our 
agreement waa made with tlmt under- 
standing. Now, for the first time, we 


e notiQed there ie objections to It." 
Mr. 1'latt of Connecticut hero arose 


and declared that tho finance commit- 
'eo hod never heard of this proposition. 


"I BUatgeat ttiut the senator did hear 


it," ineia'ted Mr. Foraker, "and be may 
Uave forgotten it. I carried it to the 
committee room and the senator him- 
self (Plait) wrote it down with a blue 
pencil in his copy of tbe tariff bill. 
The senator from Iowa (Allison) also 
wrote it in his copy." 
He added that eoine twenty senators 


were present at the time and every 
item of the agreement was none over 
and written down in tbe bills of Mr. 
Allison and Mr. Plait.

CROP REPORT. 


Cool Weather Has Wrought Some 


Damage to Hay and Fruit. 


SAUIAMKNTO, June 22.—Jamea A. Bar- 


wick, section director of the weather 
bureau, issued hie crop and weather re- 
port today. After detailing the weather 
condition he says: 


The unusually cool, cloudy weather, 


with an appreciable precipitation has 
wrought eoiue damage to hay and nome 
fruits in portions of Sonoma and Te- 
hama counties, but elsewhere in the 
state the precipitation was rot great 
enough to seriously damage crops; 
harvesting was retarded on account of 
tbo dampening ol the straw. 


IJarley has been turning out fairly 


well, ranging from poor to nood; wheat 
ia somewhat shrunken in portions of the 
wheat growing counties of the state. 


Apricots are being dried although the 


crop la not fully ripe yet except iu more 
favored localities. 
Hops are burrine too early in the 


Bear rivor yards of Yuba county to make 
a full crop. 
Fruit is being shipped Bast in better 


ehape and condition than was the case 
a few weeks ago. 
Highest temperature, 103 degrees at

to their members. Thomas B. Robinson 
claimed $800 for sick benefits at $'1 per 
week an a member of Templars lodge, 
No. 17, I.O.O.F., alleging that he be-

incapacitated 
by

April, 1889, and has been eo ever since. 
His claim was refused on ttie ground 
that be was not incapacitated fron earn- 
ing a livelihood ,"»nd upon his bringing 
Huit judgment went against him. This 
judgment in affirmed by the supreme 
court, which holds that he had no 
siandinu; in 
t of law aa he had not 


exhausted all the remedies afforded 
within the order before appealing to the 
courts.

For a moment 
Australia gave Away and Africa was 
allowed a chance and the Gape of Good 
Hope mounted riQes heralded the coin- 
ing of the Cape premier, Hon. Sir J. 
Gordon Sprigg, K.G.M.G. 


After them came the South Australian 


mounted troops, the premier of New 
Foumlland, Sir William Whitney, tho 
national mounted troops, Sir H. N. Nel- 
son representing Western Australia. 


The prumiBra being disposed ot then 


succeeded really the moat attractive dis- 
play, mounted troops of the crown col- 
onluo, llhodesia horses, the colonial in- 
fantry broken by three bands typical of 
the United Kingdom, those of King 
George's London, Scottish and London 
Irish rille volunteer corps and others.
